For calling a Convention of Eſtates. 


=ATHARLES, By the Graceof GOD} King of Scotlend, England, 
Ez France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c. To all and {undry 

29] Our good Subjets whom theſe do, or may concern, Greeting : The 
great kindneſs We bear to that Our Ancient Kingdom, hath at all 
times inclined Us to be very watchful over all its Concerns: And 
confidering, thatall Kings and States do , at preſent , carefully ſecure 
themſelves and their people, by providing againſt all ſuch Forreign 
Invaſions and Inteftine Commotions , as may make them a prey to- 
their Enemies ; And that it is not fit, That that Our Kingdom ſhuuld 
only , of all others , remain withour defence , eſpecially at a time 
wherein thoſe execrable Field-Conventicles ( ſo juſtly termed in Our 
Laws, The Rendezwouzes of Rebellion) do ſtill grow in their numbers 
 MA(# aid inſolences againſt all which , Our preſent Forces cannot in reaſon 
_——— | be thought a ſuteable ſecurity. Therefore, and that We may be the 
oy "  betterenabled to raiſe ſome more Ferces, for ſecuring that Our King - 
" dom againſt all Forreign Tnvaſions and Inteſtine Commotions , and to maintain them in the moſt equal 
and regular way, and to let the World ſee the unanimous affeRtion of Our people to Us ; We have 
thought fit to call a Convention of the Eſtates of that Our Ancient Kingdom , to mect at Edinbwrghupon 
the. twenty ſixth day of Fane next tocome: And Wedo hereby Requreand Command, all Archb:ſhops, 
Dukes, Marqueſſes, Earls, Viſcounts, Biſhops, Lords, and Officers of State of tht Our Kingdom, to 
bepreſent, andatrend that Dyet : And alſo we do require all Our Sheriffs in the ſeveral Shires , and 
their Deputs , That if there be any new EleQions already made for this Year , of Commiſſioners to 
Parliament or Conventions , they make timeous Intimation to theſe Commiſſioners, to keep this 
Mecting ; bur if there be no Eletions already made , That then, they forthwith call and conveen all 
the Free-holders in the reſp:&ive Shires, that according to the Laws and Afs of Parliament , EleAi. 
ons may be made of fit perſons, to be Commiſſhoners for this Cor:yention : And that Our Royal 
Burrowes make choice of Commiſhonets accordingly , and that they and all other perſons having In- 
tereſt, attend this Convention of Eſtates, under the pains contained in Our Laws madethereanent, And 
that all Our good Subje&s may have notice of rhis Our Royal Will and Pleaſure, We do hereby 
' Command Our Lyon King at Arms, and his Brethren Heraulds, Macers, Purſcyants , and Meſſengers ar 
Arms , to make timeous Proclamation hereof at the Market Croſs of Edinbargh , and at the Market 
Croſſes of the Head Burghs in the (cveral Shires of that Our Kingdom. Given at Our Court at White- 
hall , the twenty third day of May, 1678. and of Our Reign the thirticth Y ear.
